Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schroder in 
view of Ping and Homing et al. 

The claimed "firont cover" is met by front housing cover 3 of Schroder. The claimed 
"rear cover" is met by rear housing cover 4. The claimed "camera body" is met by core 
assembly 2 which has a "film cassette chamber" (chamber 7) and a "film roll chamber" (chamber 
6). The claimed ^Svinding wheel" is met by feed wheel 9. The claimed "anti-reversal pawl" is 
met by second pawl 207. 

Schroder differs fi'om the claimed invention as Schroder does not disclose or suggest the 
claimed "tool including a pawl engaging member sized to pass through said opening in said front 
cover and bias said free end of said anti-reversal pawl out of engagement with said winding 
wheel." 

Homing et al. and Ping teach providing a tool for disengaging film restraining means in 
order to allow pre-winding of film within the camera body. It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill at the time of applicant's invention to provide a tool for disengaging the film 
restraining means of Schroder. One would have been motivated to so modify Schroder for the 
benefit of loading and pre-winding film in day light conditions. 

The method steps of claims 13-20 are met by the operation of the thus modified Schroder.
